Giant Plan For Action 


The School Committee is busy 
whipping up a giant, year-long 
agenda for itself ... a plan of 
action, 

When it meets March 23, the 
committee will be confronted with 
a list of some 50 possible subjects 
of consideration which fall into 
more than thirteen broad cate- 
gories, 

The list, compiled by Commit- 
teewoman Virginia H, Cole, re- 
presents the thinking of the total 
committee and will be used to 
formulate a_ priority-ordered 
agenda, 

If majority interest is the 
criteria, the number one con- 
sideration will apparently be the 
introduction of a second foreign

In little more than a week’s time the name ‘Selma’ has 
come to stand for the extremes of man’s inhumanity to 
man. 

It has given all who profess to believe in the guarantees 
of the Constitution a focal point for their protestations; 
and it has lent dramatic emphasis to the deep shame many 
Americans feel for the futility of our efforts to substitute 
national legislation for personal conviction. 

It is easier to demand legal ‘‘equality’’ for the dis- 
enfranchised citizens of Selma, than it is to make a moral 
stand for it andit’s ramifications in Andover, Massachu- 
setts. Nothing could expose this fact more clearly than 
the following letter written to this newspaper by a 10-year 


old boy: 


“Dear Editor, 

When I was passing out the Good Neighbor 
pledges I thought a lot of people would sign 
them. After Sunday school 1 went up to 
collect them and only a few had been Signed, 
I was very disappointed at that. ] think it is 
wrong not to let Negroes or anyone iin our 
Neighborhood. I think they are just as good 
as we are and some even better. 

I hope that other people will under stand, 

Your friend 
Jon Fuller’ 

What was the pledge that Jonathan’s fellow churchmen 
found so difficult to sign? What did it ask that stuck in 
their craw? 

“I believe in the democratic 
tunities for all people, including 
choose a place to live.

A School Necessity 


In the hammering out of its budget prior to Town Meet- 
ing, the School Committee debated a bit over the $2,000 
increase in the budget for school libraries. The appropria- 
tion was finally set at $12,000, the sum requested, 

Since Andover still trails recommended standards in 
its spending for school library books, it is difficult to 
understand why the increase Should have met with re- 
sistance, 

The American Library Association figures that it takes 
an annual expenditure of $4 to $6 per pupil to keep school 
libraries properly stocked. Last year Andover spent $2.28. 
This figure is exactly the national average, 

The U. S. Office of Education has done a series of 
Statistical studies from elementary schools through 
colleges which indicate the supply of library books per 
student is inadequate to the need. 

In fact, roughly one quarter of the country’s public 
school children attend schools which do not have centra- 
lized libraries. Some 41.1 percent of the public school 
Systems surveyed in 1962-63 (those with enrollments in 
excess of 150) reported they had no library of any kind 
and nearly 50,000 of them, no professional librarians, The 
breakdown showed that there was only one professionally 
trained librarian for every 1,606 pupils, 

Some of the public schools surveyed provided only two 
or three books per pupil and those with libraries had only 
about 6.2 books per student. 

Andover’s 1964 school library allocation, most of which 
went into books, was $10,000. Of this total, $5,000 was 
split between the high school and the junior high school 
$3.12 per 


per junior high school 


which breaks down to an expenditure of about 
high school student and $2.50 
student, discounting purchases for other library needs, 

Amazing cooperation between school staffs and our 
public librarians has meant steady progress toward ade- 
quate school libraries. But so long as our per pupil ex-. 
penditure for books is only about half the prescribed 
minimum, this is one school cost we should not consider 
curtailing,

people learn more by what they see 
and hear than by what they are told! 

The people of Andover must be 
courageous enough to do away with 
superficial showiness, insincere 
Promises, unnecessary restric- 
tions on personnel and students, 
and, above all, political exe 
pediency! When these things pre= 
dominate, liberal education cannot 
exist! 

For all that we have heard 
lately, real quality in administra- 
tors and teachers can rarely be 
purchased with money and super= 
ficial prestige, Real quality 
generally transcends these things 
and requires deeper nourishment, 
It is a fallacy that the dollar can 
pay for anyone and everyone! ; 

Lastly, it is the quality and not 
the quantity of criticism that must 
be considered, Those profes- 
sionals who fear constructive 
criticism and misconstrue it 
publicly and privately as parental 
meddling, bear close observation! 
Every parent has the right to be 
concerned with every facet of his 
child’s education, Every parent 
should be brought as closely as 
possible into his child's circle of 
learning so that parent-teacher 

and home-school bonds become 
strengthened and meaningful, 

We know that ‘Power corrupts 
and absolute power corrupts ab- 
solutely** and that is why we waht 
to keep our country a Democracy! 
If we do not give our representa- 
tives the information that they 
require in order to make the wisest 
decisions then we withhold the 
most vital ammunition that they 
have and we might as well not 
have voted for them at all! 

In our country, in the long run, 
it is all of the people who make
